m ore and cottonw ood tree s m easuring 
28 feet in circum ference.

besL jvalnut has been culled and ship­ 
ped out of the te rrito ry by m en who 
have had no rig h t to a stick. 
Som e of 
the Indians have been robbed of th eir 
valuable tim ber by aliens and in tru d ­ 
ers; som e have surren d ered th e ir tim ­ 
ber for a m ess of pottage and a bottle 
of squirrel whisky. 
F ru it is raised in im m ense q uanti­ 
ties. 
C herries, plum s, peaches, ap ri­ 
cots. apples, grapes and straw b erries 
flourish. Many of th e above varieties 
are cultivated. 
M any grow wild.

have seen grape vines tw ined around 
trees in V erdigris bottom six inches 
in diam eter and running 90 feet high 
up som e of the trees. 
T he riv ers and creek s sw arm w ith 
fish.

a few notes of things in general, cop­ 


ied from my diary.

News Review. 
In tho bottom s of Little Deep Fork. 
South Canadian. A rkansaw and Verdi­ 
gris rivers are som e fine specimens of 
tim ber—black, red 
and white 
oak, 
ash. beech, elm. cottonwood, sycamore, 
hickory and walnut. 
I have seen syca 
more and cottonwood trees m easuring 
28 feet in circum ference. 
Much of the 
best..walnut has been culled and ship­ 
ped out of the territory by men who 
have had no right to a stick. 
Some of 
the Indians have been robbed of their 
valuable tim ber by aliens nnd intrud­ 
ers; some have surrendered their tim ­ 
ber for a m ess of pottage nnd a bottle 
of squirrel whisky. 
Fruit is raised in im m ense quanti­ 
ties. 
Cherries, plums, peaches, apri­ 
cots, apples, grapes and straw berries 
flourish. Many of the above varieties 
are cultivated. 
Many grow' wild.

have seen grape vines twined around 
trees In Verdigris bottom six inches 
in diam eter and running 90 feet high 
up some of the trees. 
The rivers and creeks swarm with 
fish. 
The Indians have what they call 
a fish killing gathering. A weed called 
"devil’s shoe string" is bruised and 
pounded In a borne m ade hickory m or­ 
tar.

and southwestern Arizona are the only 
places where water can be bad from 
the stream for irrigation purposes. 
The chief single undertaking is the 
watering of 250,000 acres in California, 
which has Just been accomplished, 
in 
t Dis the water finds its way through 50 
miles of canal and many more of 
lateral ditches. 
Additional canals are 
being put in. So rapidly is the project 
being worked out that there is little 
doubt that it will be fully consummat­ 
ed wit Din two or three years. 
Only those who are conversant with 
the desolation of tile desert reclaimed 
or to be irrigated can realize the trans­ 
formation effected. Upon ti)is desert it 
has been farther between tlie sources 
of water than on the Sahara, and in 
furious sandstorms aud weird mirages 
it is fully the equal of the African 
waste. 
There was an International question 
to bo met by tile projectors of the great 
irrigation scheme. 
Naturally Mexico 
would never consent to the draining of 
the Colorado river, whose mouth lies 
within lier domain. The company car­ 
rying out the plan secured harmony by 
undertaking to divide the territory to 
be irrigated evenly between the United 
States and Mexico. 
It is not proUble that the great irri­ 
gated tract will in any way come into 
competition with the fruit producing 
sections of southern California. There 
is one fruit, the date, for which the 
desert is perfectly adapted, and in the 
course of a few years an important 
new industry may be developed in this 
section.

Go into any 
railroad office of the west aud tell tile 
officials that you are looking for a plot 
to settle on, and you will be received 
with open arms. 
They have no use, 
however, for the mere “boomer" or 
speculator In lots. 
Ile has already 
wrought too much mischief, and they 
refuse to sell land to him on any terms. 
But for the bona fide farmer they have 
a very high regard. 
The land laws provide that a citiz.en 
or one who lias declared his intention 
to become such who is not the proprie­ 
tor of more than KIO acres of land in 
any state or territory can homestead 
IOO acres by filing bis application and 
affidavit at the local land office and 
within six months thereafter commenc­ 
ing settlement and improvement, con­ 
tinuing the same for five years. 
The 
only first cost is tile United States land 
office fees, which are from $1S to $22 
for IOO acres. 
There are special pro­ 
visions for honorably discharged sol­ 
diers or sailors. 
Unmarried women

ment land is either $1.25 or $2.50, ac­ 
cording to location.

Russian Petroleum, Refined In Eng­ 
land. and Sent to the United States, 
Dutiable at Rate That Russia Taxes 
Our Product. 


Washington, June 20.—Treasury of­ 
ficials protest against the assumption 
in sonic quarters that the department 
has taken up the question of the duty 
on petroleum imported from Russia 
and decided it adversely to that coun­ 
try, well knowing that little or no pe­ 
troleum is brought from there into 
the United States. 
Since the Dingley 
tariff act went into operation the offi­ 
cials say the department never has 
directly passed upon the question at 
issue. 
Toe act itself makes it obliga­ 
tory upon the authorities to impose a 
corresponding duty on petroleum or 
its products imported from any for­ 
eign country which imposes a duty on 
the American article, but treasury of­ 
ficials say nothing was done as to 
importations from Russia until Jan. 
2>s. 1901, when the board oi general 
appraisers at New York held tl^at 
petroleum produced in Russia aud im­ 
ported into England, there 
refined, 
and thence imported into the United 
istat* s, was dutiable at a rate equal 
to ’he rate imposed by Russia on pe­ 
troleum imported into that country 
from the1 I nited States, and further, 
that the provisions of paragraph 026 
oi the act of July 24. 1^7 (the Ding­ 
ley tariff law), apply to the country 
where the oil is prcxluced and not to 
the country of exportation. 
This de­ 
cision, it is contended at the treas­ 
ury department, 
is 
the 
only one 
which could be made in view of the 
plain wording of the law. 
The only 
other action in regard to the impor­ 
tation of petroleum, treasury officials 
say, which has ever taken by the de­ 
partment. was that of March 9, 1901, 
which required invoices of products 
of crude petroleum to be accompanied 
by a United States consular certifi­ 
cate showing the place where the pe­ 
troleum contained therein was pro­ 
duced. 
No reference whatever, it is 
said at the department, is made to 
any particular country save calling 
attention to the decison of the board 
of general appraisers. 
As far as the 
department knows not a dollar in du­ 
ties has been laid on 
Russian pe­ 
troleum imported direct, nor was the 
action of March 9, it is claimed, taken 
with any special reference to that 
country.

Everywhere up the Volga aud its 
hundred tributaries ascend the iron 
barges of the Caspian sea oil fleet, 
while through the canals to St. Peters­ 
burg alone pass annually during the 
215 days of free navigation thousands 
of steamers and barges bearing mil­ 
lions of tons of freight. Every known 
means of locomotion is used, from 
men who, like oxen, tramp the tow­ 
paths. hauling the smaller barges, to 
powerful tugs that creep along by 
means of an endless chain laid In the 
bed of the canals and minor rivers, 
dragging after them at snail pace great 
caravans of heavy barges. 
From the greater streams immense 
craft nearly 400 feet long, 15 feet in 
depth, carrying 6,000 tons of freight, 
drift down to the Caspian, where they 
are broken to pieces to be used as fire­ 
wood on the steamers going up stream.

In England boracic acid Is said to be 
extensively used In butter as a preserv­ 
ative or antiseptic agent, while in the 
United States a recent public health 
docum ent states that none was report­ 
ed to have been found iii the samples 
of butter examined. 
This is probably 
due to tile fact that in America there- 
exists a strong prejudice iu fuvor of 
salt butter, whereas in England the use 
of salt b u tte r is the exception and not 
the rule, 
lienee in America salt can 
be used as a preservative instead of th e 
boracic acid employed for th a t purpose 
In England. 
The densely populated condition of 
butter above referred to is not to be 
wondered at if we realize that the raw 
m aterial In the shape of milk may con­ 
tain from 500.000 to as m any as 169,- 
000.000 of bacteria in a few drops.— 
Longmau's Magaziue.

Marie Bashklrtseff was born In Rus­ 
sia In I S*Ji) and died in I’uris on Oct. 31, 
IS S I. 
Sin* was well bom and well edu­ 
cated. possessing a knowledge of Greek 
ami Latin as well as of the more Im­ 
portant modern tongues. 
She w as a 
talented painter and in 1878 went to 
Baris to study. 
In I 8.H0 she exhibited 
a picture at the Salon, and from then 
until lier untimely death six* worked 
eagerly at her art. One of her pictures 
was purchased by the French govern­ 
ment. 
During her brief career In Baris Ma­ 
rie 
Bashklrtseff 
mingled 
with 
t fie 
brilliant lite of that period and num­ 
bered among her acquaintances many 
famous people. 
Sin* frequently wrote 
anonymous letters to fam ous literary 
men, and the charm and brilliance of 
tho epistles Induced those to whom she 
wrote* to sustain the correspondence.

W ashingto n, June 20.—T reasury of­ 
ficials protest a g a in s t tile assum ption 
in some quarter* that th e departm ent 
has taken up the question of the duty 
on petrol* urn imported from Russia 
and decided it adversely to that coun­ 
try, well knowing th at little or no pe­ 
troleum is brought from there into 
the United States. 
Since the Dingley 
tariff act w ent into operation the offi­ 
cials say the dep artm en t never has 
directly passed upon th e question at 
issue. 
Toe act itself m akes it obliga­ 
tory upon the authorities to impose a 
corresponding duty on petroleum or 
its products import*, d from any for­ 
eign country which imposes a duty on 
the American article, but treasury of­ 
ficials say noth ing w as done as to 
im portations from Russia until Jan. 
2S. MHM, when the board oi general 
appraisers at New York field tljat 
petroleum produced in Russia and im ­ 
port* <1 into England, t h e r e 
refined, 
and thence imported into the United 
8 t.it* s. was a m i a b l e at a rate equal 
to th e rate imposed by Russia on pe­ 
troleum import* I into that country 
from the I lilted States, and further, 
th at the provisions of paragraph 026 
of the act of July 24, Ult7 (the Ding­ 
ley tariff law), apply to the country 
w here the oil is produced and not to 
the country of exportation. 
This de­ 
cision, it is contended a t the trea s­ 
ury departm ent, 
is 
th e 
only one 
which could be made in view of the 
plain wording of the law. 
The only 
other action in regard to the im por­ 
tation of petroleum, treasury officials 
say, which has ever taken by the de­ 
partm ent, was that of March 9, I KUI, 
which required invoices of products 
of crude petroleum to he accompanied 
by a United States consular certifi­ 
cate show ing the place w here the pe­ 
troleum contained th erein was pro­ 
duced. 
Ne reference whatever, it is 
said at the departm ent, is m ade to 
any particular country save calling 
attention to th*- decison of the board 
of general appraisers. 
As far as the 
departm ent knows not a dollar in du­ 
ties has been laid on 
Russian pe­ 
troleum im ported direct, nor was the 
action cf March 9, it is claim ed, taken 
with any 
special reference to that 
country.

Everyw here up the Volga and Its 
hundred tributaries ascend the iron 
barges of t Le Caspian sea oil fleet, 
while through the canals to St. P ete rs­ 
burg alone pars annually during the 
215 days of free navigation thousands 
of steam ers and barges bearing mil­ 
lion- of tons of freight. 
Every known 
m eans of locomotion is used, from 
men who, like oxen, tram p tbe tow ­ 
path-. hauling th e smaller barges, to 
powerful tugs th a t creep along by 
m eans of an endless chain laid in tbe 
bed of the canals and minor rivers, 
dragging after them at snail pace great 
caravans of heavy barges. 
From the greater stream s Immense 
craft nearly 400 feet long, 15 feet In 
depth, carrying 0,000 tons of freight, 
drift down to the Caspian, where they 
are broken to pieces to be used as fire­ 
wood on tbe steam ers going up stream . 
In all there are 8,000 miles of naviga­ 
ble w aterw ays in tho valley of tbe Vol 
ga, or if the stream s which float the. 
giant rafts that form so large a part of 
Hie traffic of the rivers are ineludeo 
tile mileage is increased to nearly 15,* 
OJO, or as much as that of the valley of 
tile Mississippi. 
Fifty 
thousand 
rafts 
are 
floated 
down the Volga annually, many of 
them IOO feet long by 7 thiek, and this 
gives but a faint Idea of tbe real traffic 
of the river, for In addition there are 
IO."XKJ,OOO tons of produce passing up 
and down the river during the open 
-- tson. 
Much of this centers a t Nijnl 
Novgorod. 
To this famous m arket 
steam ers and barges coma from a,1! 
parts id! Russia, bringing goods to l o 
sold at the great annual fair, over 
#200.000.000 
worth 
of 
merchandise 
changing bands in a Lie weeks. T h ir­ 
ty thousand craft, Including rafts, are 
required for this traffic. 
They come 
troiu as far north as Archangel us far 
cast as the L’ruls, from A strakhan ta 
tbe south, St. Petersburg and Moscow 
to tbe west, while great caravans of 
ships of the desert nrrive daily from 
all parts of Asia.—Engineering M aga­ 
zine.
